SPAIN DECLARED 
STUMBLING BLOCK 


Envoy Is Enjoying Con- 
fusion of Big Allied 
Countries—Latin Amer- 
ica Asking Three Seats. 


BY HENRY WQOD. 

Geneva, August 30.—The. first 
day’s session of the commission for 
the reorganization of the League of 
Nations’ council has ended in the 
gloom of profound pessimism. 

With the league council meeting 
only two days distant, and the seventh 
annual assembly of the League of 
Nations a week off, the situation re- 
garding the proposed entrance of Ger- 
many into the league is more muddled 
than ever. 

Big Powers Defeated. 

England, France and Germany 
went up against a stone wall when 
they sought to obtain adoption of the 
plan for reorganization of the league 
council drawn up by these three great 
powers in the past fortnight. 

It had been understood that this 
plan was unacceptable to Poland and 
Spain, but today it met the unexpect- 
ed and spirited opposition of virtually 
all the smaller states represented on 
the commission. 

Both the league council and assem- 
bly must settle the question as to 
whether Germany shall be elected to 
the-league, yet the commission which 
was appointed to recommend a solu- 
tion is more divided now than when it 
adjourned last May. 

The commission was convoked Mon- 
day by Spain for the purpose of tak- 
ing final action on her claims to a 
permanent seat in the council. 

But it was unable to agree even 
on the question of non- s emar 08" 
seats. ; 

In fact, virtually seerythiad agreed 
upon in May has been overthrown. 

The French project drafted by 
Fromageot during visits and consul- 
tations with British experts in Lon- 
don and German experts in Berlin, 
for the purpose of insuring reelectien 
of those holding semi-permanent seats, 
was attacked by virtually every dele-; 
gate except the British and German. 

Fromageot’s project intended to 
give additional guarantees that those 
holding semi-permanent seats would be 
reelected. 

The project provides that the 
league assembly, during the election 
of nine non-permanent seats for three 
years each, shall have the right to 
designate three for reelection at the 
expiration of the first term. 

Meanwhile, the Spanish delegate, 
Palacios, sat smiling, without partic- 


ipating in the discussion. Spain is 
no longer interested in the non-per- 
manent seats and is reserving her fi- 
nal declarations for the moment when 
the commission considers the ques- 
tion of permanent seats—should that 
moment ever arrive. 

At the afternoon session Monday, 
Guani of Uruguay, renewed his de- 
mand that the reorganization commis- 
sion assure three non-permanent seats 
for Latin-America. 

The ten nations whose representa- 
tives comprise the council and repre- 
sentatives of Germany, Argentine, Po- 
land, China and Switzerland were 
represented on the reorganization com- 
mission. Foreign Minister Motta of 
Switzerland, presided.

The men wore conductors caps. Both 
girls remained in the automobile.

United States Is Anxious 
To Learn What Foreign 
Nations Can Afford To 
Pay on Loans.

Washington, August 30.—For the 
fi.st time a hint was given here today 
that the administration would look 
favorably on a move toward revising 
European war debts, but only after 
all have been funded and conditions 
show just how much various nations 
can pay. 

The intimation came from a high 
government official who was discuss- 
ing the plea for cancellation made 
by Newton D. Baker, secretary of war 
in the Wilson administration, which 
was given a cold reception. 

It was pointed out that the prin- 
cipal object in view has been to 
get the debts settled. 

The United States wants to get the 
debts settled, it was then said signifi- 
eantly, in order that economic condi- 
tions in Europe will be adjusted and 
this government can learn what the 
nations will be able to pay. 

In other words, if conditions show 
after the debts have been settled that 
the burden is too heavy, then this 
government would be willing to sup- 
port a movement that looked toward 
scaling down of the payments. 

_ France Is Key. 

The whole situation therefore hinges 
around Fiance, since she is the only 
major nation who has not funded her 
obligation. There is good reason to 
believe that some intimation of this 
government’s willingness to consider 
a vevision program has been given 
Brance, and that=ghe bas been urged 
to ratify the debt settlement in order 
that the genéral movement may get 
under way. Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon is in Paris now and expects 
to sai] home about September 11. 

The movement, it is believed, would 
start with an appeal to the people, 
who heretofore have shown little in- 
terest in the foreign debts, on the 
general tine that this: country had 
stepped in at the last minute to win 
the war, and now the opportunity is 
open for the United,States to aid Eu- 
ropean recovery from the war by re- 
vising the debt payments, 

It would be an appeal to idealism, 
which always catches on with the 


American people. 
Such a movement, of course, would 
not start tomorrow’ or the next day. 
It might be some time, and its initia- 
tion and success, of course, would 
depend somewhat upon developments, 
but it certainly is in the wind. 
Concerning former Secretary of 
War Baker’s plea for cancellation, 
it was said at the treasury that any 
such move must come from congress, 
which is the final authority in debt 
settlements, and that the debt com- 
mission has nothing to do with it. 


Mellon’s Letter: Discussed. 


This is the argument that the treas- 
ury has advanced always. It was set 
forth by Secretary Mellon-in his’ re- 
cent letter to Frederick W. Peabody, 
of Boston, who urged cancellation in a 
long communication to the secretary. 
Mellon’s letter was referred to today 
as the present position of the govern- 
ment, and as answering Baker's argu- 
ments, all of which h. d been advanced 
y Peabody, it was said. 

Mellon said that if the American 
people wanted the debts cancelled, 
they could issue the mandate through 
their representatives in congress. 

“But neither generally from the 
people, nor in the press, nor from rep- 
resentatives of the people in congress 
has come this demand,” he said.

FORMER GEORGIA GOVERNOR RETURNS FROM EUROPE 


Slaton Best Thrill in Paris 


New York, August 30.—Ex-Gover- 
nor John M. Slaton, of Atlanta, Ga., 
spent two months motoring up and 
down western Europe. He saw many 
sights and heard many pleasant 
things, sat under distinguished ora- 
tors in legislative. halls, studied life 
at Biarritz and Deauville and went 
to a bull fight at San Sebastian. Yet, 
the happening he enjoyed most in his 
whole trip, he said Monday at the 
Warldorf-Astoria before he and Mrs. 
Slaton left for Atlanta, had been his 
encounter with a Georgia negro in the 
Rue Ober. Paris. 


“I was looking for No. 9 Rue Ober, 
to see about some freight that had 
been forwarded by air,” said Slaton, 
“and I accosted a man near there 
who looked as if he might have spent 
some time in the sun; or. I took it, 
he might have been an Algerian, I 
had launched bravely into my stock of 
French, but evidently he did not fol- 
low me. Instead of answering me 
fluently in the same tongue, he looked 
at me with an air of reproach. 


“ “Boss,” he said, ‘please suh don't 
talk to me in dat’ er French. You is 
an Se pan I'se jes’ a plain Savan- 
nah, Georgia, nigger.’ When he heard 
that I was too from Georgia, I thought 
he would go into raptures. He said 
that whenever an American came 
along he just had to ask ‘him to talk 
like folks from home.”

Powell's Statement. 
Judge Powell's statement follows: 
“We are filing the appeal to pre 
serve the status pending develofiments.

been made in the efforts of his family 
and of his counsel to see that every 
dollar he has and every piece of 
property of every kind that he owns 
is placed where it will go to satisfy 
that the unfounded, but 
deep-seated, suspicion, which undonbt- 
edly existed at the time of the trial in 
the ordinary’s court, that there was 
some ulterior motive back of the ap- 
plication for guardianship will be dis- 
sipated. In that event, it is quite 
likely that those who hitherto have 
opposed the guardianship will see the 
use and necessity for it, not only for 
himself and his family, but for his 
creditors. 

“To disabuse another notion that 
seems prevalent in the public mind, 
let me say that, if some have become 
impatient at the unwillingness of my 
firm or myself to join in some of the 
requests made of us to allow this or 
that asset thrown into his bankruptcy.

|" PLAYGROUNDS OPEN! 


Atlanta’s. first season of winter 
playgrounds for her 70,000 school 


children was officially opened Mon- 


day. This program, long needed in 
Atlanta, became a realization recent- 
ly when the city council parks com- 
mittee voted to throw open the 
playgrounds the year round. It is 
only in experimental stage and city 
council will be asked to vote its con- 
fidence of the splendid plan at the 
next meeting by appropriating 
$3,000 to continue the program. 
The idea, conceived by the parks 
board, under the direction of Coun- 
cilman John A. White, is one of 
the greatest achievements of any 
board in the history of the city. It 
means that the sturdy type of child- 
hood, so typical of American ideals, 
can be fostered in Atlanta under the 


direction of capable playground 
teachers. It means that the 70,000 
school children in this city will not 
be forced to find their amusement 
on the streets, but under favorable 
conditions on clean, wholesome 
playgrounds. 

With the two facts that Atlanta’s 
childhood will be her next citizen- 
Ship, and ideas given children in 
their playful hours are most indel- 
ibly impressed in their minds, the 
force for the good created by cor- 
rect amusement the year round can- 


‘not be-estimated. The cost and up- 


keep of the playgrounds is com- 
paratively insignificant in compari- 
son with other expenditures of the 
city toward upbuilding of the city. 
Yet, even if the cost and upkeep 
were comparatively large, it would 
be deserved. 

There is little argument against 
keeping playgrounds open 12 
months in the year. Climatic con- 
ditions favor outdoor exercises dur- 
ing most severe winters here and 
the two and a half hours devoted 


.each day to supervised play for chil- 


dren means just that much time 
given to the furtherance of the At- 
lanta of the future. 

It is now for the parents of the 
youngsters who utilize these play- 
grounds to decide if it will be bene- 
ficial to them. Cooperation between 
playground officials and parents is 
just as necessary as cooperation of 
parents and school teachers and the 
thermometer of success on Atlanta’s 
winter playgrounds will rise and fall 
with the enthusiasm and coopera- 
tion with which the mothers and 
fathers join in the program. 

With this idea in view, Council- 
man White this morning announces, 
that members of the executive board 
of the Atlanta Parent-Teacher asso- 
ciation have been appointed as 
members of an advisory committee 
for the parks department in opera- 
tion of the playgrounds. This step 
should mean much progress for the 
work and if meeting with favor of 
the association, as it assuredly will, 
the children of Atlanta will be given 
a blessing that cannot be bestowed 
by any institution.

Farm Relief Bills. 
Did Not Aid South, 
Congressman Says 


Americus, Ga., August 30.— (Spe- 
cial.) —Farm relief proposed by re 
publican leaders in the last session of 
congress, according to Congressman 
Charles R. Crisp, contained no pro- 
vision whatever for assisting southern 
eotton producers. Instead, the Hau- 
gen-MeNary bill, he said; which was 
strongly supported, if it had passed 
would have permitted the taxation of 
southern cotton as high as $7 a bale. 

Commodities. named in the bill, the 
rice of which would have been fixed 
»y a board of 12 members, included 
wheat, corn, poultry, butter, and prac- 
tically every product grown in quan- 
tity by western farmers. ‘The person- 
nel of the proposed board, Judge Crisp 
told Americus Rotarians here, would 
have included only three residents of 
cotton producing states. These three 
members, of course, would have been 
powerless to prevent taxation of 
southern ‘products in order to provide 
sought-after relief for farmers resid- 
ing in doubtful or solidly republican 
states in the west. 

Although three so-called farm relief 
measures were introduced and dis- 
cussed during the last session of con- 
gress, Judge Crisp declares only- one 
of these contained provisions advan- 
tageou. to southern farmers. This 
bill, he further said, never had any 
chance of passage. 

“What the south needs,” Judge 
Crisp says, “is a lower tariff on those 
things which the south imports, The 
present tariff law is a Chinese wall 
which compels the south to pay more 
for the things we buy than purchasers 
in Europe or South America pay for 
the same commodity.”

Important changes* in practices 
and charges for long-distance tele- 
phone service were announced Monday 
to become effective October 1. Accord- 
ing to telephone officials, changes are 
expected to prove an added convenienve 
and saving to the public, and to elimi- 
nate service difficulties which the 


Perhaps the most welcome change 
is the extension of the privilege of 
reversing charges to include all sta- 


tion-to-station calls to points outside 
the state of Georgia where the rate 
is 25 cents or more. This will apply 
to calls placed during the day, eve- 
ning or night. 

This change is planned to be a real: 
convenience and economy because 
many situations arise where the re- 
versal of charges is of advantage to 
~ customer who calls a certain num- 
er. 

Another interesting change from the 
public’s viewpoint is that by which 
one and a half hours will be added to 
the reduced rate periud. 

Rates Are Lowered. 

teduced rates on station-to-station 
calls to points outside the state will 
begin at ¢@ p. m. instead of 8:30 p. m. 
as formerly. Between 7 p. m. and 
8:30 p. m. the discount will be ap- 
proximately 25 per cent of the day 
station-to-station rates, and from 38:30 
p. m. to 4:30 p. m. about 50 per 
cent of the day rates. These discounts 
will apply where the dey. station-to- 
station rate is 40 cents or more, with 
a minimum reduced rate cit 35 cents. 
Because of the unsatisfactory service 
cunditions it brought about, the ex- 
isting midnight discount will be dis 
~ntinued. 

Under the new schedule station-to- 
station cails may be made at substan- 
tial reductions as early at 7 p. m., and 
persons wishing to take advantage of 
the lowest rates of the 24 hours may 
make their calls any time after 8:30 
p. m. Thus, although the midnight 
discount is discontinued, the longer 
reduced rate period and the substan- 
tial reductions applying in basic rates 
to distant points mean that this change 
will make little difference in the cost 
of night calls. — 

Simultaneous with these changes 
in practiées and charges there will 
be a substantial reduction in rates 
for long distance telephone calls to 
a large number of important points 
outside the state of Georgia. The 
greater the distance the greater the 
reduction- will be.

Calais, France, August 30—(By the Associated Press.)—Ernst Vier- 
koetter, a baker from Cologne, the champion long-distance swimmer of 
Germany, today swam across the English channel in the record time of 
12 hours and 42 minutes. 

“With a little luck,” said his train-

Vierkoetter not only beat* Gertrude: 
“derle’s record, but he waded ashore 
in England so fresh that he began 
at once to talk about trying next year 
to gwim the difficult stretch in both 
directions at the one attempt. 

According to the captain of the tug 
Europe, of Dunkirk, which accompa. 
nied the swmmer, Vierkoetter actually 
swam 30 and a half miles, while the 
distance across the channel] from the 
point where he went into the water 
is only 19 3-4 miles. On his swim 
across the channel Vierkoetter swal! 
lowed a cup of broth after the second 
hour and a little later had some 
coffee, After the eighth hour he ate 
two bananas and after the tenth hour 
he had a drink of mineral water. That 
was all he had until he walked ashor> 


and asked the cheering soldiers from 
the nearby barracks for a cigarette. 


Vierkoetter returned immediately to 
France on the tug Europe. 

When entering Calais harbor ae 
saw a great crowd ready to receive 
him and the mayor of Calais ready 
to greet him with a handsome bouqu:t 
of flowers, the veteran of the great 
war who had lost one eye in battte 
showed his first emotion. 

“I am glad I succeeded in swim- 
ming the channel,” he said to a rep 
resentative of the Associated Press, 
“but I have been so well treated by 
everybody that I'll not be satisfiea 
until L come back next year and beat 
my own record and perhaps swim the 
channel in botlr directions. My wife 
who is the female long distance swim- 
ming champion of Germany, will ‘hen 
try the feat on her own account.”

During the swim Jackson took warm 
water, milk and chocolate. He was 
accompanied by friends from Floma- 
ton and a staff man of The Mobile 
Register who timed him and checked 
the distance. 

Jackson attracted notice in this see- 
tion as a distance swimmer when he 
swam from Mobile to Fort: Morgan, 
Fla.. 44 miles, facing choppy seas 
and head winds. He plang to try the 
English channel next summer. 

The longest distance covered by a 
fresh water swimmer previous to Jack- 
son's 92-mile paddle, was that of Lil 
lian Hanison, who swam 78 miles in 
the river Platte, in Argentina.

(P)—Jack Dempsey engaged in the 
snappiest workout today he has gone 
through since establishing his train- 
inng camp here a week ago. He 
restricted his boxing to five rounds 
instead of the usual seven, but slashed 
away at the light and heavy punching 
bags for a round each and also went 
through a round with the pulleys 
winding up with a session of cales- 
thenics. 

The champion’s work was so im- 
pressive that Harry Greb, former 
world’s middleweight _ titleholder, 
changed his opinion concerning the 
outcome of Dempsey’s contest with 
Gene Tunney in Philadelphia Septem- 
ber 23. Up until today, Greb said 
he had favored Tunney. Now he 
favors Dempsey. 

Greb, who has fought Tunney five 
times for a total of 65 rounds, intently 
watched from a ringside seat every 
move Dempsey made. 

“The champion certainly looked 
improved today,” Greb said. “He 
worked splendidly. He looks like the 
winner. But if he doesn’t win within 
three or four rounds Tunney might 
beat him to the decision. Tunney is a 
good boxer and moves his head around 
so fast that he’s no bargain to hit with 
a knockout punch.” 

Dempsey revealed more speed than 
heretofore and snapped over his 
punches with old-time viciousness. He

Shipping Board Hearing 
Is Set for October Here; 
Walsh, Benson To Preside 


'Atlanta Business Men To. 


Give Views on Policy Re- 
garding American Mer- 
chant Marine. 


Washington, August 30.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The purpose of the hearings 


by shipping board representatives in 
Atlanta in October is to ascertain 
from representatives of trade organi- 
zations, business men and shippers 
there just what sort of policy they 
believe should be adopted regarding 
the American merchant marine. 

Admiral W. S. Benson, a native 
Georgian and for several years a mem- 
ber of the board and Commissioner | 
J. H. Walsh will conduct the hear- 
ings in Atlanta. 

Representatives of Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce, of various 
business and civic organizations, as 
well as shippers will be invited to 
the hearings to express their views 
as regards the needs of the territory 
and the relation of those needs to the 
merchant marine. 

Nation-Wide Hearings. 

In pairs, members of the shipping 
board are holding similar hearings in 
all parts of the country preparatory 
to making a report to congress as to 


the 


the future policy of the American 
merchant marine. The board was or- 
dered to conduct a survey in a reso- 
lution passed by the last session of 
congress, which was offered by Sena- 
tor Jones, of Washington, chairman 
of the commerce committee. 

The American merchant marine is 
behind in business. At the present 
time American vessels carry but 35 
per cent of the import and export 
shipping trade of this country. while 
the merchant marine act of 1920 sets 
52 per cent as the minimum that 
American bottoms should move. 

Since it rejected the ship subsidy 
bill during the Harding administra- 
tion, congress has delayed action on 
any definite program for the mer- 
chant marine. ‘The shipping board 
wants to get the fleet of vessels which 
it acquired during the war back into 
private hands, but American opera- 
tors have not been swift to take them 
over because of the competition which 
American vessels meet from those 
flying foreign flags, whose operating 
expenses are much lower. 


Want Public View. 


There is no likelihood of a- direct 
subsidy to American operators such 
as was proposed in the subsidy bill, 
but some form of indirect aid probably 
will be recommended to congress in 
order to put the American merchant 
marine on its feet. 

It is to get the views of the public 
generally on these problems that the 
hearings will be held in October.
